Dear Sir, 

Well, another season of the 
Ericsson Cup has begun and 
guess what? At this early 
stage it is patently clear that, 
despite all.the off-season 
changes instituted by Soccer 
Australia to improve the 
game; the same old major 
problem has not been 
addressed and resolved. 

seule problem I hear you 


tne tH fact that the 
referees “have not been 
brought up to the necessary 
standard to complement all 
other improvements. It is 
obvious, after watching the 
referees in the first two 
Canberra Cosmos games, that 
the long awaited and hoped 
for sight of referees actually 
facilitating a game will not 
occur this year — to the 
detriment of the gamé. 

Last year, and during 
previous years in the reign of 
the current Director of 
Referees, spectators have 
consistently been treated to 
the sight of referees and their 
assistants, missing very 
obvious serious infringements 
— errors that not only had 
significant effects on the 
outcome: but also Jead to the 
teferees losing coatrol. 

As if that was not bad 
enough, the referees then 
compounded the problem by 
trying to reassert their (lost) 
control through recourse to 
the old "Yellow Card Trick’ 
whereby they issued copious 
cautions for petty and 
insignificant matters. 

In the two games observed 
this year things haven't 
changed and spectators have 
again been subjected to this 
dictatorial ineptitude. They've 
featured aa stoppages for 
lengthy finger waving 
lectures of players, issuing 


Yellow Cards for 
incomprehensible and. 
inconsequential matters, and 
generally destroying the game 
for players and spectators 
alike. 

‘The single most important 
Tequirement. for anyone 
officiating in any game, 
irrespective of the age or skill 
standard of the participants, is 
the ability to relate to the 
participants. This ability 
allows the official to facilitate 
the smooth running of the 
game but without this ability, 
participant respect does not 
exist. 


‘The game does not proceed 
smoothly. Any official 
attempting to dictate to 
participants, as has been seen 
in Ericsson Cup Games over 
the last few years, is asking 
for trouble, 

Obviously, and 
unfortunately for soccer, the 
current Director of Referees 
has not realised that referees 
are there as facilitators of the 
game, not dictators! 

I am, however, rather 
surprised that Soccer 
Australia also appears not to 
have realised this and 
apointed someone who does! 

I therefore ask when the 
Director of Referees is going 
to appoint referees to 
facilitate the conduct of 
Ericsson Cup games, rather 
than act as dictators? 

More importantly, if he 
does not do so (and his 
attitude to date suggests that 
this will be the case), when is 
Soccer Australia going to 
appoint a Director of Referees 
who will, and therefore bring 
this extremely important 
aspect of the game up to the 
same level as all other 
aspects?

Unfortunately we have come to an era when 
physical prowess and tactical concepts 
appear to have a dominance over passing 
so passing or ‘beating’ your opponent that

Watching Brazil ‘live' on TV in Sweden who 
would forget the movement on which he 
kicked the ball against his front Jeg's heel,.as 
he-ran, and when the bail ‘bounced’ against 
his other foot’s instep it lobbed over his 
opponent and he ran clear of him!

HW — How do you think 
this business will affect his 
career? 

Fred _| think he’ll get 
through it because one thing I 
noticed about Bosnich is that 
he has the ‘big match’ 
temperament. The bigger the 
atmosphere, the better he 
plays. J think he'll handle any 
flack he might get from the 
fans. 

HW ~~ What about your 
association with him? 

Fred 1 first began 
coaching Mark when he was 
about 1i, he used to come to

Soccer officials have 
promised to step up 
efforts to halt sales of 
counterfeit tickets which 
they believe contributed to 
81 deaths at a Guatamala 
World Cup qualifier last 
week, 


Regional soccer president 
Jack Warner announced the 
formation of a special 
commission to study and 
make recommendations 
regarding the problem of 
counterfeit tickets for 
official events. 


He says in light of the 
tremendous tragedy in 
Guatemala, and the apparent 
relationship of counterfeit 
tickets, it is incumbent upon 
his organisation to take 
action to protect the public 
from this type of criminal 
behaviour, 


A week last Wednesday, 
81 people were killed in an

avalanche of bodies at 
Mateo Flores Stadium in 
Guatemala City prior to a 
zone World Cup qualifying 
match between Guatemala 
and Costa Rica, 


‘The tragedy was strangely 
reminiscent of the 
Hillsborough crowd disaster 
at Sheffield, England in 
1989. 


This was at an FA Cup 
Semi Final between 
Liverpool and Nottingham 
Forest. 


Thousands of supporters 
pushed forward from the 
back, trapping fans against a 
wall which surrounded the 
pitch and many of those at 
the front were tragically 
crushed to death. 


The final death toll at 
Hillsborough was over 90.

Rtreordimary 

problems require 

extraordinary 
solutions and Australia’s 
recently created problems 
certainly fit into that 
category. 

On the face of it - it’s 
nothing new. Our biggest 
problem, the ‘player drain’ is 
one that the small footballing 
powers of Europe as well as 
the poorer countries of South 
America have had to live with 
for decades. 

In fact, some have managed. 
to adapt to it rather well - at 
international level at any rate, 
to wit, the recent examples of 
Norway and Ireland in USA. 
94 and better still, Denmark's 
amazing conquest of the 
European Nations 
Championship, two years 
earlier in Sweden. 

Whenever Brazil or 


Argentina win a World Cup 
it’s usually with a team that’s 
at least half made up of 
‘mercenaries’ who play their 
bread and butter game with 
the rich clubs of Italy, Spain, 
Germany, 
land. 


France and 


Nigeria recently won the 
Olympics with a team made 
up entirely of European-based 
players. 

But there is one big major 
difference between those 
countries and Australia - it’s 
known as the tyranny of 
distance and only those people 
who have spent 20 to 30 
excrutiatingly boring and 
uncomfortable hours inside a 
747 travelling between 
Australia and Europe, can 
really understand it. But that, 
is not even all of it, because 
after you’ve arrived there is a 
petiod of physical re- 
adjustment known as ‘jet-lag’ 
which can last for several 
days. Then there is the ‘time- 
difference’ factor as well. 

‘The afore-mentioned small 
European countries, do not 
have that problem at all. 
Whenever Jack Charlton’s 
Treland played an 
international, his players could 
fly in within a matter of a few 
hours - even if it was an away 
fixture in far-off Moscow or 
Istanbul. If Sepp Piontek’s 
Danes were playing at home - 
almost half his team could 
drive in to the match from 
Germany, Holland or France. 

With over 100 fully- 
professional footballers now 
plying their trade in Europe, 
Australia has very suddenly 
joined the ranks of these 
countries and why on earth 
should it not be able to 
emulate their successes? On 
paper, we are already capable 
of putting together a team of 
World ‘beaters’. 

Ireland defeated Italy at 
Giants Stadium without a 
single ‘world star’ in their 
line-up. Pat Bonner, Ray 
Houghton, Roy Keane, Mike 
McGrath and John Aldridge 
were all top-class English and 
Scottish Premier league 
players. The rest were just 
everyday professional 
‘grafters’. Mark Bosnich, Paul 
Okon, Ned Zelic, Aurelio 


Vidmar and possibly Damian 
Mori can match the first group 
anyday, while an Aussie 
coach will still have nearly a 
hundred everyday professional 
grafters scattered around 
Western Europe, Croatia and 
Greece from which to make 
up the numbers. Make no 
mistake, this country has 
enough talent to ‘do an 
Treland’ and beat an Italy - or 
anyone else - on paper! 

But, the game is played on 
‘grass’, not paper and 
everybody knows that 
preparation and in the case of 
International Football - 
friendly games are vital. 
These, are an international 
coaches only training sessions, 
they are the only times when 
he can study his players as a 
team before the moment of 
truth arrives. He needs to be 
able to get these players 
together quickly and keep 
them for as long as possible. 
But there is another factor too. 
This coach needs to be able to 
watch these players regularly 
performing for their clubs, 

Glen Hoddle only gets his 
England players together just 
before an international and so 
he has most days and 
weekends to do other things. 
He could work on his garden 
every Saturday afternoon or 
go shopping with his missus - 
but he wouldn’t stay 
England’s coach very long if 
he did and quite frankly,1 
wouldn’t fancy England’s 
chances of qualifying for 
France. No, Glen goes to a 
football mach every Saturday 
afternoon, keeping a check on 


his players form, even the 
regulars like Alan Shearer but 
mainly unpredictable types 
like Matthew LeTissier or 
those in the lower divisions 
like Trever Sinclair. 

This is what every coach in 
the world does and this is 
what Australia’s new coach 
has to do. He has to keep an 
oe on Okon, Bosnich and 

‘lic but more importantly the 
unpredictable types such as 
Aurelio Vidmar or the up-and- 
coming stars such as Lucas 
Neill at Millwall. Then there 
are players like Tony Vidmar 
who is playing wery well at 
NEC Breda in the Dutch 
League, but rece} very 
little notice in Australia, How 
on earth is a coach going to 
know how he is playing week 
in week out, from down here? 

Now, if Soccer Australia 
can find a Superman who is 
prepared to commute between 
Australia and Europe every 
other weekend (the other 
weekends he has to watch his 
Ericsson League players), 
often nip up there on a 
Tuesday, Wednesday or 
‘Thursday to watch a European 
Cup game then fine. Let’s 
have an Aussie-based coach to 
replace Thommo. 

But that of course is 
nonsense. We have to have a 
coach based in Europe 
because we are going to have 
to take on the World’s best 
with our best eleven and ney 
are all playing in Europe. This 
coach like any other 
international coach has to 
watch these players regularly 
but also here’s another 
important factor. He has to 
become known around the 
traps, to be able to arrange 
Sparting matches whenever 
there is a round of World Cup 
or European Championships 
Qualifying matches and the 
European domestic leagues 
are forced into a break. There 
are always a few countries 
who have already played 
earlier and they too would like 
nothing more than to give 
their own side a ‘sparring’ 
match. 

He has to be on hand to fix 
regular get togethers and 
training sessions where his 
players can fly in or even 
drive in within a matter of 
hours. 

I said at the beginning that 
an extraordinary situation 
requires an extraordinary 
solution and as far as I know, 
no other country employs two 
main coaches for their 
national team, But no other 
country in the world has the 
same problem that we do, 

This happens to be a view 
which was recently expressed 
by a German coach Heinz 
Marotzke who also suggested 
that Australia take on two 
coaches, one in Australia and 
one based in Europe. 

Now for the difficult choice 
of a European-based coach. 
He has to know Europe well 
and be known himself. 
Furthermore, he has to have a 
pedigree but most importantly 
- he has to be paid a 
“European salary’ .

A request came this week (thanks Con)for a special on Manchester City. So for a week only here is a special club focus. 


MANCHESTER CITY 


In 1880 West Gorton St Marks was formed, and in 1887 the club merged with Gorton Athletic to become Ardwick FC. They 
played their games at Hyde Road, and in 1891 joined the Football Alliance which would become the Football League’s Di 
‘Two the following season. They were introduced into the Football League the same season as rivals Newton Heath, although Heath 
went straight into Division One. 

Ardwick came fifth in 1892/93. In 1894 the club became a limited company, and were renamed Manchester City. In 1899 the 
side were triumphant in Division Two by six points to win promotion for the first time. They lasted in Division One for three 
seasons, and after coming last in 1902, returned to the top flight by winning Division Two by three points in 1902/03. 

1904 saw the club win the FA Cup. This was the first time two Lancashire teams had met in the final, Bolton and City were the 
combatants, with the only goal scored after twenty minutes to Meredith of City. It was a great performance to win the Cup in their 
first final. 


City were relegated in 1909 on goal difference, another two goals and they would have remained in the top flight, losing 1-9 to 


| Everton on September 3 of the previous year had meant their downfall. They responded in the best possible way by taking out 


Division Two by a point over three clubs. Their last seven games that season saw them win only two. At season’s end the club 
made their first European tour, 

On 6 November 1920 the Main Stand at the Hyde Road ground burnt down. Despite this setback City came runners up in 
Division One. On 18 August 1923 City played their last game at Hyde Road before moving to Maine Road. On 25 August, 60,000 
people saw City defeat Sheffield United 2-1 at Maine Road’s first league match, 

In 1926 City lost the FA Cup Final to Bolton and were also relegated from Division One. The following season City won 8-0 
against Bradford City in their final game, but still missed out on promotion by 1/200th of a goal to Portsmouth. They scored 108 
goals that season. In 1928 City did win promotion, as champions of Division Two, Tom Johnson scoring 38 goals. The club 
remained in Diyision One for ten years. 

In 1933 the side lost in the FA Cup Final to Everton 0-3, In the following FA Cup campaign 84,569 people, a Maine Road 
record at the time, saw City beat Stoke 1-0 in the sixth round. The semi final saw City defeat Vilia 6-1 and in the Final they beat 
Portsmouth 2-0. At the end of that game City’s 19 year old goalie fainted. In 1937 City won their initial Division One title by three 
points, The following season they were relegated despite scoring more goals than any other team in the division. 

WWII saw the end of Eric Brook’s career, he had scored 178 goals for the Citizens. After the war City again won the Division 
‘Two title. It was also a season that saw Manchester United play at Maine Road due to bombing damage at Old Trafford. In 1949/50 
City were relegated, but won promotion again a season later. 

In 1955 City lost to Newcastle 1-3 in the FA Cup Final, but the following year they did win it, defeating Birmingham 3-1 in the 
final. Bert Trautman, their goalkeeper, played the latter stages of that Final with what was diagnosed later as a broken neck. In 
1958 City finished fifth in Division One, in forty-two games they had scored 104 goals and conceded 100. The next season they 
avoided relegation by a point, 

In 1963 they were relegated, three seasons later winning their sixth Division Two title. From 1965 to 1973 Joe Mercer was 
manager, and in 1968 he saw his side take the Division One title, helped by some smart purchases like that of Francis Lee from 
Bolton for 60,000 pounds in October 1967. A season later they defeated Leicester 1-0 to win the FA Cup again. 

In 1970 City took home two Cups,the League and European Cup Winners cups. They won the European trophy by defeating 
Gornik Zabrze 2-1. In 1974 they lost in the League Cup Final to Wolves. They played in five more European campaigns through 
the 1970s, but never won the trophies. 1976 saw Manchester City beat Newcastle 2-1 in the League Cup Final, and the following 
‘season were runners up to Liverpool in Division One. 

In 1981 they were Centenary FA Cup finalists but lost to Spurs 2-3 in a replay. In 1983 City were relegated because they had 
finished third last. In 1985 they came third and so gained a place back in Division One, however in 1987 City were relegated again. 
In 1989 they gained the second automatic promotion spot by a point. They just avoided relegation in 1994, losing only one of their 
last ten games. Francis Lee and his consortium took over Manchester City. Lee replaced Peter Swales as chairman. 

Under manager Brian Horton, City had won back some respect. However the club dispensed of Horton’s services for Alan Ball, 
who led the side to relegation. He then resigned and many managers were approached until finally Steve Coppell took it on with 
Phil Neal formerly of Cardiff as his number two. Major renovations on the old Kippax Stand side has made the stadium look 
terrific. Whether money is available for more players is another matter.

Matthew Harding and 
Arsenal extended the hand 
of friendship to George 
Graham, Southampton 
outshone everyone on the 
pitch on Saturday by 
scoring six goals against 
Manchester United. 

A hat-trick = from 
Norwegian Egil Ostenstadt, 
two from Israeli Eyal 
Berkovic and a chip from 
Matt Le Tissier gave 
Southampton a memorable 6- 
3 win over the champions 
who have now conceded 11 
goals in their last two league 
matches following their 5-0 
defeat at Newcastle the 
previous week. 

Newcastle crashed to an 
unexpected 2-0 defeat at 
Leicester while managerless 
Blackburn came close to its 
first league win of the season 
before losing 2-1 at West 
Ham. 


Former Arsenal manager 
George Graham made an 
unhappy return to Highbury 
as his new team Leeds 
slumped to a 3-0 defeat as 
goals from Lee Dixon, after 
just 44 seconds, Dutchman 
Dennis Bergkamp, five 
minutes and Ian Wright 56 
minutes gave Arsenal victory. 

The Gunners went to the 
top of the league on goal 
difference as Newcastle, who 


went into the game at 
Leicester on the back of 
Souness’s astute new overseas 
signings, is no longer the sort 
of team to whom opponents 
can donate a two-goal start 
and a one-man advantage.

Ostenstadt, signed for 
$A1.8 million from Viking 
Stavanger at the same time as 
Berkovic, made it 5-2 five 
minutes from time, Paul 
Scholes made it 5-3 with two 
minutes to go before 
Ostenstadt claimed the match 
ball, completing his hat-trick 
with seconds remaining. 

“My best friend in Norway 
is Manchester United-mad,” 
he joked afterwards, “I am 
going to go and ring him right 


away. 

“Tt must have been a great
